Gran d jury specific) In struction s yes­ 
terd ay in a m atter that has been freely 
d iscussed by man y of our citizen s in 
the past few mon ths. 
In his in struc­ 
tion s, the jud ge stron gly 
in timates 
that some saloon s are flagran tly viola­ 
tin g the law /an d flin gin g a stin gin g 
in sult in the face 
of the law, in 
open ly boastin g that they are protected 
by certain |oflieials. 
Jud ge £ parks used 
some very emphatical.terms in allud in g 
to the case, stylin g the guilty on es as 
moral lepers, an d d eclarin g that so­ 
ciety n eed s an d is en titled to protec­ 
tion from them. 
He d eman d s that 
the m atter be settled immecilately, 
an d says that the'court will go to the 
full lim it of its power to see that the 
law isfrespeoted . 
Time an d again , word has been 
passed aroun i to the effeotxhat certain 
saloon s were 
con d uctin g gamblin g, 
but the Daily Republican has been in ­ 
formed repeated ly by^the officers who 
have mad e in vestigation s, that there 
was n o truth in the min ors, an d has 
published such reports accord in gly. 
It has n ever been the policy of this 
publication to throw a cloak of pro­ 
tection about an y official or 
set of 
officials who d o n ot perform their d o 
ties, an d If it is foun d that saloon 
men . or an y other per ion s have been 
given protection by the officers, such 
person man y an ticipate a full exposure 
of their yillian ous work. 
At presen t we are n ot in a position 
to say other than the social word given 
by the officers, but if such a con d i­ 
tion is in existen oe in Rushville, it 
is the hope of every law abid in g an d 
law respectin g citizen that the Gran d 
jury make a thorough^ in vestigation 
of the matter, an d if an yon e is foun d 
guilty, that they be given the full 
lim it of the law. 
Jud ge Sparks, in his in struction s 
said : “ It has been 'reported to me 
that certain liquor houses within our 
city are claimin g that they have offi­ 
cial protection in con d uctin g an ille 
gitim ate busin ess. 
I d esire to say to 
you that I have n o kn owled ge of an y 
such d ishon est or d isreputable con ­ 
d ition , if it exists, an d I call your at 
ten tion to it in ord er that yon may 
thoroughly in vestigate it, an d if you 
fin d it to be true, let n o guilty n .an 
escape. 
“ I wan t it in vestigated for two rea­ 
son s : First, because of the aggravated 
character of the crime. ; secon d , I am 
in formed an d have good reason s to be­ 
lieve th st there are some saloon keep­ 
ers in our city who a re an d have been 
for some time, tryin g to obey the laws 
as they n ow stan d , an d I submit to you 
that it is man ifestly un fair to these 
men . when they are makin g an effort 
to obey the laws, to be surroun d ed by 
competitors who are con tin ually viola­ 
tin g the laws, thereby gain in g a com­ 
mercial ad van tage which is coward ly, 
d ishon orable an d illegitimate 
“ Saloon keepers who obey the laws 
as en acted by the legislature,with the 
rest of society n eed an d are en titled 
to protection from this class of moral 
lepers. 
They have been ad vised , they 
have been plead with an d they have 
been warn ed to respect an d obey the 
law. just the same as ail other c iti­ 
zen s are required , 
an d are glad to 
d o. 
Now, if they have persisted , an d 
d o persist in n ot d oin g so, there is 
n o better time to settle this question 
than right n ow. 
So.'iety has some 
rights in this m atter to be respected 
an d this court will go to the full lim it 
of its power to see that they are re­ 
spected . ”

Tin sley preaches, he seems to be in 
full accord with his con gregation an d 
his ohurch has en thusiastically en d ors­ 
ed him to an d asked for his return . 
The resolution s in trod uced at thè 
con feren ce, oon tain ed n igh praise for 
Dr. Tin sley as a man , as a min ister 
an d as a thin ker. The in vestigation 
which three pastors of this d istrict 
un d ertook on their own accoun t to 
make of his teachin gs is characterized 
by them as un -Method ist an d un gen ­ 
erous ; the result s of the in vestigation 
as un worthy of the serious con sid era­ 
tion of all lovers ot truth. 
Id speakin g of the charges again # ^ 
Dr. Tin sley, 
a Youn gstown 
{taper 
says: “ Declarin g 
that his en emies 
have d ecid ed 
to d rop the 
charges 
again st him for heresy. Dr. O. W. 
Tin sley n ow says he will person ally 
ask for a committee to in vestigate his 
orthod oxy an d give him a clear certi­ 
ficate. 
He has n o fear he will be 
foun d otherwise than orthod ox, an d 
wan ts the people to kn ow that he is n o.

T erre H aute, Ind., Sept. 10.—The 
form ation of the biggest coal com­ 
pany in the W est, as tho result Of a 
series of deals, each of which brought 
the prom oters a step nearer the real­ 
ization of their endeavors—the cen­ 
tralization of control of tho W estern 
coal fields—h a s been announced here 
by George T. Buckingham and W. M. 
Rridgott of Danville, 
111. 
Twenty-five 
plants In Indiana and Illinois are in­ 
volved. which have 350,000.000 tons of 
coal in sight, and in which $ 
12,000,000 
is invested. 
The prom oters are the 
best known coal men in the W est, and 
they are backed by E astern capital­ 
ists. 
Mr. Buckingham is authority for 
the statem ent that the proposed com­ 
pany will be the biggest coal concern 
w est of the Alleghanies. 
V’. S. Bogle 
of Chicago, well known for his ex­ 
tensive coal operations, is now In New 
York, engineering the financial end of 
the deal, while M essrs. Buckingham 
and B ridgett have charge at this end 
of the line. Buckingham and B ridgett 
are representing the ow ners In the 
sale of the properties form ing the 
nucleus for this undertaking. 
The 
properties 
involved 
are 
the 
mines in the Danville and Clinton dis­ 
tricts, the first-named in Illinois and 
the 
other 
in 
Indiana, 
specifically 
known as the Kelly, the Oak Hill and 
the Dering mines. The Kelly and Oak 
Hill properties num ber six m ines each, 
while the D ering lias fifteen. This will 
place the biggest field in tho W est 
under the m anagem ent, and it Is the 
com bination of all tho interests of the 
several com panies m aking up tho old 
Kelly company, the Dering company, 
of which the Shfrkics, Hammond and 
Dering are large stockhold rs, and the 
Oak Hill district, at which M essrs. 
Buckingham , Bridgett and Bogle, with 
the E astern syndicate, are aiming. A 
consum m ation of the deal w'bieh. ac­ 
cording to Mr. Buckingham , probably 
will be closed in Chicago on the return 
of Mr. Bogle from the East, m eans 
much to the Chicago coal m arket. 
The company now in process of or 
ganization will be able to supply coal 
to th a t m arket. It is asserted, a t least 
30 cents a ton cheaper than any other 
coal field accessible to Chicago, owing 
to a differential in freight rate to that 
am ount which it enjoys by reason of 
the location of its mines. 
It is as­ 
serted th at the Chicago m arket will 
be dom inated by tho new- company. 
Practically every coal mine of any 
conseq uence In eastern Illinois and 
w estern Indiana is involved in tho ne­ 
gotiations.
